D uluth, M arch 13.— Tn an explosion 
of eight tons of dyn am ite at the w orks 
of the Grgat N orthern Dower com pany, 
at Thom son, M inn , during the even ­ 
ing, seven men w ere injured, none fa­ 
ta lly , and several scores of workm en 
had m iraculous escapes from instant 
death. 
A powderhouse, 
roundhouse 
and 
steam shovel 
w ere reduced 
to 
kindling wood and m asses of tw isted 
iron. 
A t the tim e of the explosion 
th ere w ere between 200 and .‘<00 men 
w ith in I,ODO feet. 
N e a rly all of those 
w ere throw n 
to the 
ground by 
the 
force of the concussion, but as far as 
can be learned neat ly everybody is a c ­ 
counted for. 
Frag m en ts of lanterns 
here and there, how ever, give evidence 
that the owners m ay have been caught 
by tile explosion, but this theory can 
not be verified. 
T h e list of injured so 
fa r as can be ascertained is as follow s: 
F re d W alsh, an engineer; 
George 
Young and Jo h n Gates, all em ployes 
of the company. 
F o r a radius 
of forty five m iles in 
e v e ry direction from Duluth tile con­ 
cussion could 
be d istinctly felt. 
In 
D uluth every house in the city shook 
and in a number of instances dishes 
and bric-a-brac rattled as though an 
earthquake had occurred. The opinion 
everyw h ere prevailed that the explo­ 
sion was close 
at hand. 
A Carlton, 
tw e n ty miles from this city and lait 
one and a half from the scene of the 
explosion, the concussion was not f it 
at all and the inhabitants there w ere 
not aw are that one had taken place un­ 
til infornu I by telephone. 
M essages 
w ere 
sen 
for physicians 
from that 
point and Cloquet, six miles distant, 
and by means of team s they h a stily 
responded.

T h e man was throw n violently to the 
ground by Cue shock. 
An idea of the force of the explosion 
is obtained from the fact that tile dy­ 
nam ite tore 
a hole 
twenty-five feet 
deep and fifteen feet across at the site 
of the powderhouse.

T h e first report, brought 
in by a survivin g possenian, w as that 
th ree of his com rades w ere killed and 
that only the three W ic k lif f e brothers 
w ere engaged on the

The W ick liffes killed Deputy M ar­ 
shal V ier abo it a year and a half ago 
and the officers have been on their 
tra il ever since. 
A posse of six men

Chicago, M arch 13.— B y the decision 
of the U nited States suprem e court 
handed down during the day tile city 
ot 
Chicago obtains alm ost com plete 
control of tim local traction situation. 
T he decision sustains the acts of tile 
state legislature extending the life of 
the charters of the street ra ilw ay com­ 
panies to ninety-nine years, but does 
not sustain the contention of the com­ 
panies that contract rights, w hich are 
lim ited to fewer years than rem ain to 
the ch arter life of the com panies, are 
also 
extended. 
C ontracts 
or 
ordi­ 
nances of the c ity lim itin g the use of 
the streets by the com pany are upheld 
and the rights of the com panies in 
Chicago are held to expire according 
to expired term s of the ordinances, iii 
Its effect the decision leaves the U nion 
T ractio n com pany w ithout any rights 
w h atever other than by snffrance iii 
,Jie streets of the north division of tho 
city. 
It leaves tin- 
U n io n Traction 
com pany in the west division without 
rights excepting where the ordinances 
contain a purchase clause. 
It leaves 
the Chicago C ity 
R a ilw a y com pany, 
w hich operates all the street car lines 
on the South Side of the city, without 
right excepting w here their ordinances 
contain a purchase clause. 
“ It 
is a sweeping victo ry 
for the 
c ity ,” said M ayor Dunne. 
“ There are 
no ninety-nine year franchises in the 
city of Chicago, according to this de­ 
cision, and no indefinite or perpetual 
grants in the: outlying territory. 
W e 
have the traction com panies now iii a 
position w here we can negotiate for 
the purchase of tho linos. 
If they do 
not w ant to sell at ti fair price we can 
declare our rights under the decision.’'

The second of Philadelphia’s three 
m onths’ reviv al cam paign conducted by 
Lr. Torrey aud Mr. A lexander begun 
Sunday, March 4, in a large military 
.rmory on South Broad street. 
The 
building has been rem odeled and fitted 
with chairs to accom m odate 5,400 per­ 
sons. 
On either side of the auditorium 
ii la r g e gallery lias been erected, w hile 
ut one end of the choir seats accom m o­ 
dating Too singers rise sharply from 
the floor alm ost to the roof of 
the 
building. 
While addressing the audi­ 
ences the evangelists stand upon a 
high pulpit platform w ithout a strip 
of railing around it, similar to that 
which w as built for them at the S ec­ 
ond regim ent armory, where the First 
month's revival m eetings recently elid­ 
ed. 
In this building also light is su p ­ 
plied chiefly by hundreds of incandes­ 
cent bulbs hung artistically in long 
festoons from the roof o f the audltori- 


1 urn. M egaphone transm itters have also 
been placed near tile speakers’ plat­ 
form, by which the preaching and s in g ­ 
ing is carried over the wires to all 
parts of Philadelphia. 
The m eetings on the opening day 
w ere again for w om en only in the a f t ­ 
ernoon and for men only in the e v e n ­ 
ing. 
About fifty converts were record 
cd at the tw o m eetings. 
Although this 
num ber 
is 
com paratively small, the 
evan gelists seem ed 
pleased with 
It, 
and they expect to reap an even great- 
I cr harvest of converts during the com- 
| ing m onth’s m eetings than were record­ 
ed in the lirst series. 


Fervid Singing of Revival Melodies. 


The m ost striking feature of the first 
day’s services w as the fervid singing 
of the new revival m elodies by the a u ­ 
dience of men at night. 
I aller the 
leadership of the m agnetic A lexander 
a high pitch of spiritual enthusiasm 
w as reached in a few m inutes a tter 
the m eeting began. 
It w as an old 
cam p m eeting m elody entitled “The 
Old T im e Religion,” which produced 
ail alm ost m agical effect upon the a u ­ 
dience. 
Mr. A lexander taught them 
how to sing it iii true southern style, 
and in a few m inutes from thousands 
of t h r o a t s resounded lustily the verse 
and refrain: 


Makt s me love everybody, 
M akes me love ev ’rybody, 
M akes rue love ev ’rybody, 
And it’s good enough for me. 


’T is the old tim e religion, 
'Tis the old tim e religion, 
’T is the old tim e religion. 
And it’s good enough for me. 


A fter this the men san g verse after 
verse of the old melody, the tide of e n ­ 
thusiasm 
leaching higher with each 
line. T w o of the verses began thus: 
It w as good for our fathers. 
It w ill it ad me to Jesus. 
Then 
Mr. A lexander 
improvised a 
line and had the audience sing 


It is good for Philadelphia. 


Finally the clim ax w a s reached as he 
had them all singing very softly: 


It w ill take us all to heaven, 
It w ill take us all to heaven, 
It will take us all to heaven. 
And 
it's good 
enough for me. 


Both afternoon and evening Dr. T or­ 
rey preached on tin* excuses men give 
for not becoming Christians. 
H e took 
us his text, “And they all with one con ­ 
sent began to m ake excuses.” 
“A nd ,” 
said the preacher, ‘ they have been at 
It ever since. Tho gospel invitation is 


iii invitation to a feast. 
Men treat it 
ts if it w ere an invitation to a funeral. 
I think that nothing more sh ow s the 
folly and w ickedness of men and w o ­ 
men than the w ay in which they treat 
God’s invitation of mercy and of love. 
lf a groat earthly king were to invite 
you to feast with him everybody w ould 
m ove heaven and earth to he there. 
But when the great king of heaven and 
rnrth, tin* great king of glory, provides 
his feast such as no monarch on earth 
ever provided and sends out his Invi­ 
tation the great majority of us 
in ­ 
stead of accepting it with glad a la c­ 
rity try to find som e excuse for not 
doing so. 
One Week Too Late. 


“ Som e will say: ‘I w ant to w ait.

w ant to la* a Christian some tim e, but 
not tonight.’ ” Dr. Torrey then told of 
a w om an w ho w a s convinced that Rho 
ought to becom e a Christian, but did 
not w a n t to do so right aw ay.

said: 
“She w en t to her desk am! w -Ute on a

night I prom ise c> attend lo the affairs 
o f my »oil,’ aud then went hack to bed, 
but she could not sleep, so she got up 
and wrote a better resolution.

had told God that lf he w ould save 
them he w ould never despair of an­ 
other person as long as he lived. 
Ile 
said: 
“ I have m et three people in m y life 
w ho seem ed to m e to he tile m ost hope­ 
less eases I h a v e ever met. One w as a 
man who had been a Christian aud 
then 
had backslidden. 
In utter de­ 
spair he had attem pted suicide at least 
five tim es, and be had to be constantly 
w atched lest he should do a w a y with 
h im self. 
I le thou tit lie had com m it­ 
ted tin* unpardonable sin, that lie had 
sinned a w a y his day of vivace, that he 
w as p ossessed by tho devil and that 
there w as no salvation for him. 
“Tile second w a s a man w ho w as a 
hopeless 
drunkard. 
Iii 
one 
of 
his 
drunken furies he had tried to kill his 
w ife, and silo had been forced to leave 
him and hide from him. H e w en t down 
looper and deeper. 
Ile u sed to com e 
round to m y cilice every few days and 
w ant me to lend him m oney to go 
down to som e place to get a job, hut I 
knew that every penny In* got would 
go to the saloon. I suppose he got hun­ 
dreds of dollars a year out of different 
persons in m y office which he simply 
squandered upon drink. 
Professional Murderess. 
“The other w a s a w om an w ho w as 
a professional murderess. 
She cam e to 
hear me preach one time and becam e 
under deep conviction of sin. 
B ut she

sin, and that wom an deliberately got 
dow n and prayed to the devil, asking 
the devil to take aw ay her conviction.

casts from on e of the toughest districts 
of the city. 
Mr. A lexander led them iii 
singing on e or tw o revival hym ns and 
then called upon his friend, Mr. Trot­ 
ter, to tell h ow he w as sa v e d from the 
life of a drunkard and crim inal. 
In 
the picturesque language o f tile street 
Mr. Trotter told the story o f his salva­ 
tion. 
H is talk w as frequently inter­ 
rupted w ith outbursts of laughter and 
approval from ids audience. 
W hen he 
asked all those who w ished to get right 
with God and to be prayed for to raise 
their hands a thrilling sc en e w as en ­ 
acted. 
Th ere were nearly IU Kl of tile 
roughest looking men iii the upper bal­ 
cony, aud w hen Mr. T rotter m ade ills 
appeal a lm o st sim u ltaneously 150 hands 
w ere raised aloft.

story about the m anaging editor of 
one of the Philadelphia dallies.

respondent recently sent the paper a
